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In summary, the "My Dear Abba" letter indicates 
that Justice GOLDBERG entered into : collusion with 
Israeli Foreign Minister ABBA EBAN and Dr. HENRY A, 
KISSINGER as long ago as April, 1968, in order to place 
Dr. KISSINGER in a position of Political Affairs Advisor 
to RICHARD M. NIXON, should he be elected President. 


Mr. GOLDBERG stated emphatically that the letter 
is an out and out forgery, and that he called a press 
conference at 2:30 p.m., October 1, 1971, to denounce it as 
such. 


Justice GOLDBERG said he made a statement to the 
Press, which he feels could be misconstrued. The Justice, 
in commenting on the forgery, said to the Press he had 
called Director HOOVER to discuss the matter and that the 
Director was unavailable. He informed interviewing Agents 
that he holds the Director in high esteem, and that the 
record should reflect that the Bureau responded quickly to 
his call. If necessary, he will be happy to inform the 
Press, should it become an issue. Prior to the press 
conference he had unsuccessfully endeavored to reach the 
Director, and he assumed that he was out of town. However, 
he spoke with the Director immediately after the press 
conference. 


Justice GOLDBERG informed interviewing Agents that 


he regards the "My Dear Abba" letter as an attempt to "mess 


up" the present Middle East situation, by making it look like 


Dr. KISSINGER, Justice GOLDBERG and our government "are in 
the pocket of the Israelis", He also stated that he feels 
it is definitely connected to the Middle East debate to be 
held soon at the United Nations in New York, regarding the 
Middle East situation. Justice GOLDBERG considers the "My 
Dear Abba" letter a criminal act, inasmuch as he said it is 
a blatant forgery which purports to be an official United 
States Government document, which relates to his activities 
as the United States Ambassador to the United Nations. 
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Justice GOLDBERG said that the "My Dear Abba! 
letter is untypical of his style of writing. He pointed 
out that he has known Foreign Minister EBAN for many years 
and has consistently addressed him as AUBREY or by his 
official title; the letter is ungrammatical; words are 
omitted; and many of the phrases in the letter sound to 
him as "Chinese"; the style of type is different to that - Le 
which he consistently used in his office at the United ra 
Nations.

| carbon copy of a letter dated February 12, 1968, dictated ||: 
by the Justice, to the “Washington Post" newspaper. He 
requested that the letter be returned for his files upon 
completion of investigation, The Justice said that this 
Ketter, which is also attached to instant airtel, was 
written on the typewriter used by his secretary at the 
United Nations. He submitted the letter as evidence that 
the typing is different from the enclosed "My Dear Abba” 
letter. Although he had two secretaries, who used different 
typewriters, he said that the February 12, 1968 letter is 
typical of both typewriters. Casual perusal of the "My 
Dear Abba" letter and the GOLDBERG letter to the “Washington 
Post" indicates that they were obviously not typed on the i 
same machine.

The disputed 
letter plus an exemplar of typewriting provided by Mr. Goldberg and 
a photocopy of Mr. Goldberg's genuine signature were furnished to the 
Laboratory on 10/4/71 for examination. 


Lack of clarity in the photocopy of the disputed letter, 

| which had also been reduced in size, would not permit the Laboratory 
to ascertain the make and model of the typewriter used in its preparation. 
However, it was possible to determine that the typewriting on the 
disputed letter is different from the exemplar of typewriting prepared 

| on a typewriter used by Mr. Goldberg's secretary at the United Nations 
in 1968. Whether or not the Goldberg signature on the disputed letter 
is a forgery could not be determined because of the limited amount of 
known writing and lack of clarity in photocopies of both the known and 
questioned signatures.

Arthur Goldberg, Genercl Counsel of the CIO, was in 
contact with Assistant to the Director Nichols on various 
occasions from January, 1950, to March, 1951, as a result of the 
recommendation of Motor Bimasi of the Post-Hall Syndicate, New 
York City, who thought that Goldberg could be very helpful to the 
Bureau. SA TRiesul advised that Goldberg subsequently commented 
on these meetings and had remarked that he would do anything he 
possibly could to be of assistance to the Bureau if he were ever 
called upon to help. (61-7562-1587) 


In December, 1950, Mr. Goldberg informed Mr. Nichols 
that the CIO had recently had difficulty in getting one of its 
members into the United States and it was his understanding that 
this was the result of erroneous information in the FBI files. 
After checking the Bureau files, Mr. Nichols advised Mr. Goldberg 
that this was not the result of any action on the part of the 
Bureau. Goldberg subsequently sent Mr. Nichols documents which 
he desired to become a part of the Bureau records. He was 
advised that this would be done and thay the information would be 
passed to other interested agencies.

During the conversation with Mr. Nichols on December 22, 
1950, Mr. Goldberg mentioned the recent CIO Convention and 
remarked that he was successful in preventing several resolutions 
from getting to the Resolutions Committee. These resolutions, 
which emanated from persons close to Walter Reuther, were critical 
of the Bureau. At this time Mr. Goldberg suggested that it might 
be very helpful to the Bureau to talk with Reuther relative to 
the progress being made in the Reuther case. Goldberg was 
convinced that Reuther's attitude would change materially by 
meeting and shaking hands with the Director, and advised that 
Reuther could be converted to the Bureau by merely facing the facts.

Mr. HUMPHREY. Mr. President, 1 
ask unanimous consent that an open 
letter signed by Arthur J. Goldberg, gen- 
eral counsel for the Congress of Indus- 
ulei Organizations; Welly K. Hopkins, 
counsel for the United Mine Workers; 
and J. Albert Woll, counsel for the 
American Federation of Labor, be printed 
in the Appendix of the Recono. 

The letter îs a significant weapon In 
the arsenal of democracy against the on- 
slaught of Communist totalitarianism. 
It reflects the overwhelming sentiment of 
the American free Inbor movement in its 
defense of the American system of 
democracy and in its recognition that the 
Soviet Union enslaves both the working 
people and their trade unions. 

în recent weeks an international iaw- 
yers’ conference met tn Vienna which 
passed the resolution distorting the na- 
ture of the American society. The reso- 
lution has been distributed throughout 
the world by the Communist-controfled 
Federation of World Trade Unions. The 
reply by Messrs. Woll, Hopkins, and 
Goldberg, the outatanding labor lawyers 
in America, deserves the widest cireu- 
Intion in its attack against Communtst 
totalitarianism and its eloquent espousal 
of democracy. 

The conclusion Is Inescapable that the 
trade unions in the Soviet Union cannot 
be called free. Indeed, “they do not de- 
serve the appellation of ‘trade union’.” 

1 commend Messrs. Hopkins, Woll, and 
Goldberg for taking the initiative in ex- 
posing once again the fraud that is com- 
munism. The American trade union 
movement is again demonstrating that it 
ts one of the most effective champions of 
democracy in the world. 

There being no objection, the letter 
was ordered to be printed In the Recorp, 
as follows:

Our attention has recently been directed ta 
the resolution of the International Confer- 
ence of Lawyera, held in Vienna under the 
auspices of the International Association of 
Democratic Lawyers, which resolution waa 
published In Le Peuple of February 1, 1954; 
and to the apeech of M. Leon Lyon-Caen, 
honorary first president of the Court of Can- 
sation of France at the Vienna conference an 
printed in World Trade Union Movement, 
the publication of the Communiat-domin- 
Bted World Federation of Trade Unions, 
dated February 1, 1954. 

Speaking ns îndividuain and as lawyers 
intimately and constantiy concerned with 
the legnt problema of the American trade 
union movement, we take this means of 
vigorously protesting and denying the tm- 
plications of the speech M. Lean Lyon-Caen, 
and of the resolution adopted by the Inter- 
national Conference of Lawyers. 

In addition, we take this means of expresa- 
Ing our vigorous protest at the ntatement of 
Prof. Serge! Bratus, of the Soviet delegation 
to the’ conference, Who in a report în the 
publication, News. of Moscow, dated February 
16, 1954, inferred that the International Aa- 
sociation of Democratic Lawyers îs “the 
movement of the honest lawyere of the 
world.” It îs no such thing. 

It ls clear to us that the Vienna Confer- 
ence, aponsored by the International Anso- 
elation of Democratic Lawyers, waa nothing 
more or lesa than a forum of undliuted Com- 
miunfat propaganda. If honest Jawyern are 
so natve as to accept the flouting of logte 
which marked the resolutions and speeches 
of the Conference, they scarcely deserve the 
trust and respect of democratic peoples 
throughout the worid. 

An annişsla of M. Lyon-Cnen's address, 
which la being circulated by the WFTU, 
shows that he sought to establish two major 
points: (n) violation of trade union rights 
and civil Hberties occurs only in the demo- 
cratic countries of the free world: and (h) 
unton rights and elvil rights recelve fell pro- 
tection only in the Soviet Union and the 
satellite ao-called people's democracies. Thie 
conclusion ts one that no honest lawyer fully 
aware of the facts and the law. can aup- 
port by any known process of logic. 

We have learned that the International 
Association of Democratic Lawyers was m 
sponsor of the vicious and false report on 
germ warfare In 1952. No group of honeat 
lawyers could Issue such a report, brenuse 
the story of the use of germ warlare hy the 
American and United Nations forces In Korea 
and China ts an unfounded, deceiving, 
vicious fabrication for which there is not the 
allghtest sclentific basia of evidence. 


Further study of the background of the 
International Association of Democratic 
Lawyers finds that ft has uniformly extolled 
the alleged, but actually nonexistent, pro- 
‘ection of civil rights in Communtst- 
controlled countries white magnifying and 
distorting the facts about violation of civil 
and trade union rights In the non-Commu- 
nist world. This background can scarcely 
appeal to truly honest and democratic Jaw- 
yore, who arek to make determinations based 
on fact and to adopt progressive philoso- 
Phies based on reality. 

M. Lyon-Caen's speech, as reported în the 
WPTU Journal, is n long recording of the 
problema and difficulties fnced by organized 
Jabor Jn the United States and other non- 
Communist countries. 

Aa labor lawyers, we, of course, realize that 
the trade-unlon movement tn the United 
States and other non-Communist nations has 
Problems; but we are also fully conscious of 
the tremendous progress which the working 
people have made In developing their demo- 
cratic trade-union organtzatiang and, over 
the jong run, of atrengthenIng and Improv- 
ing ihe legisintion under which they func- 
tion, 

We would be the first to acknowledge, as 
trade-union Inwyers, that the Taft-Hartley 
Act was a backward step—but in perspective 
tt doea not merit the abuse for the American 
system of democracy which the Interna- 
tonal Association of Democratic Lawyers 
and other Communist spokesmen have 
heaped upon the American people in recent 
years. 

We also would not deny that în certain 
underdeveloped areas of the giobe great prog- 
reas munt be made tn developing à free, 
democratic, and vigorous trade-unton move- 
ment, in ellminating anttunlon legistation, 
and In estabitshing n firm base for the prog- 
reas of the workers’ organizationa. 

But, ag any truly honest lawyer must real- 
ie, the great strength of the democratic 
system ts that it permits of change: that !t 
oflern A framework far the development of 
ctvil îtbertien, civil rights, and the orderly 
growth of trade unlontam; that it encourages 
the participation of all the people and an 
accumulating understanding and strength. 
enlng of those fundamental Ilberties which 
ase the basis of a civitized noctel. Certainly 
M Lyon-Caen, If he were making an objec- 
tive presentation, recoguizing as he must the 
glorious herttnge of the French people, would 
not fat! to recognize the glories of the demo- 
cratic precess—of free thought and free 
Kpeech, [reecom to worship, and freedom of 
assemblage. 

Certainly, also, he would have to recognize 
that în wide sections of the world the forces 
of totalitariantam are pledged to the destruc- 
tion of those rights, That was true tn Nazi 
Germany. That ta true in Foscist nations, 
such as Spain and Argentina, and It Is also 
true In the Communist wocld of Soviet Rus- 
sia, Soviet Chinn, and the satellite nations. 
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On the record of the facts of repression of 
trade unions, of siave- 7 camps, and of 
harsh lava harahty adminietered against the 
independence of the workers, we are at a foss 
to understand how M. Lyon-Cren can any, as 
he did in his Vienna speech: 

“One must not confuse these practices 
(i.e. repression of trade union and civil 
Tights) with those of the Socialist countries 
where the state certainly takes an interest 
Jn the tunctioning of the trade unlona, but 
to faclittate their formation and the func- 
tloning in order to accord them an ever 
greater role in the Hfe of the enterprise and 
nf the nation. Legislation In these countries 
threntens in no wag the Independence of the 
unions. On the one hand (in capitalist and 
colonial countries) we know a police control 
of the untona hy the opponents of the trade 
unton movement and the placing of workers‘ 
organizations In tutelage? on the other © 


(in Socialist countries). în contrast there 
the granting of very broad powera to th 
Unions and the Industry to facilitate the 
kecamplishment of thetr tank.” 

This stntement—the only attusion In the 
speech to the retationshtp of the Anviet bloc 
Of states to the irnde amiona of their coun- 
triés. Mies directiy In the face of a masstve 
Amount of evidence. 

In the Soviet Union and the satelite coun- 
tries, there in no independence far the trade 
unions. The bylnws of the Soviet trade 
unions mnke cienr that these trade unions 
are permitted na Independence. The bylaws, 
of the All Union Central Council of the 
‘Trade Unions of the U. 5. 5, R. according ta 
the organization's own paper, Trud, May 11, 
1949, reported: 

“Soviet trade unlons conduct alt their 
Work under the direction of the Communtet 
Party—-the organizing and directing (orce 
of Socinlist soclety. The trade unlons of the 
U. 8.8. R. rally the working masses around 
the party of Lenin and Stalin.” 

Certainty, there is no indication of inde- 
pendence or freedom for trade unions when 
they are, by thelr own bytawe, piaced under 
the control of a party ur atnte—even when 
that party or rtnte frisely cinima, as doce 
the Soviet Unton and its Communtlat Part 
it la the friend or the representative of ti. 
workers themselves, 

No snne man can claim that the Soviet 
Union or îta antellite countries has come 
close to Approaching the utopia about which 
ite founders and Its leaders have apoken ko 
eestatically. The Soviet press occasionally, 
as part o€ offcial seif-critictsm, reports of 
bad working conditions, exploitation, shoddy 
construction of workers’ homes and a host of 
other similar matters, Yet, never in a blue 
moon do the Soviet trade unions do any- 
thing about even these acknowledged, 
problema. 

Tost yenr there was a ehuMing of positions 
în the Soviet Government. When 4 had 
been accomplished, the chairman of the 
Presidium of the Soviet Union had suddenly 
become the secretary of the AU Union Cena 


tral Councii of Trade Unions—by Govern- 
men: order and without auy record of prior 
action to elect him by the Soviet trade 
unions. Can a case be argued for independ- 
ence of the trade unions when they are not 
even free to pick their leader? 

In every country where there is a bona 
fide trade-union movement, the agreement 
with management is the major goal of the 
workers and their trade-union leaders, Yet, 
in the Soviet Union, "The agreement of the 
parties [in negotiating collective agreements] 
Plays a subordinate role in the determination 
of the amount of wages or salaries.” (1. T. 
Gelyakova, Labor Legislation. Moscow, 1947.) 

It is an essential of free trade unioniam 
everywhere that the workers should have + 
voice in determining the rates by which they 
‘will be paid. ‘Yet, in the Soviet Union (Trud, 
February 20, 1047), “It is well known that 
the rates of wages for workers, enginrering- 
technical personne!, and office employees are 
established only by Government decisions.” 
And this oficial trade-union organ continues, 
“It js the task of the trade unions and cf 
Managements to create conditions for in- 
creased productivity of labor, and thus to 
create the conditions for a raising of wages.” 

This impotence on the part of the unions 
was indicated by a delegate to the 1949 con- 
vention of the Soviet trade unions (the first 
convention in many years. incidentally) as 
reported by a member of a Swedish trade- 
union delegation which visited that conven- 
tion. According to this Swedish unionist, 
writing in the Swedish trade unions' official 
Publication: 

“Comrade Koetkin made à still more grave 
complaint. He said that questions of wages 
and working conditions are being settled 
without hearing the unton concerned. He 
considered this unreasonable because of the 
expert knowledge of facts represented by the 
unions. Yet he, too. avotded demanding 
that the interests of labor should be taken 
into consideration. It seems as if these in- 
Verests are not identica) with those of man- 
agement—a fact bard to reconcile with the 
offcial theory.” 

The workers of the Communist world do 
not have the right to strike. Without the 
strike weapon. no trade union, regardless of 
the society in which it functions, has free- 
dom to defend its members against repres- 
sion. against attacks on the security of its 
organization, against economic deteriora- 
tion, or to achieve effectively progress in 
social and economic matters. We are all 
well aware of the common Communist argu- 
ment that strikes are unnecessary în a sucial- 
ist country, but we cannot accept this falla- 
cious argument. The jong history of Soviet 
“self-criticism” by itself, let alone the real 
rather than official facts, proves that with- 
out trade unions permitted to strike o> de- 
sirous of seeking the right to strike. abuses 
occur against working men and working 
women. Yet, the trade unions. harnessed 
as they are to the machinery of the Commu- 
Rist state. make no protest. In fact, they 
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are silent partners in the @xploitation of 
their own members. 

Such unions cannot be called free. In- 
deed, they do not deserve the appellation of 
“trade unions. 

The existence of alave-labor campa whose 
population runs into uncalculated millions, 
of whom a large portion are sentenced by 
administrative rather than judicial order; 
the heavy penalties for absenteeism or tardi- 
nese—punishment severe by any known 
standard in the modern world; the body of 
administrative law which ties the worker 
to his Job and makes it most dificult if he 
seeks to move without the permission of 
management—a!! of these prove beyond 
doubt that in the Soviet Union as well as 
in the satellite nations, the major opponent 
of true trade union rights and fundamental 
civil liberties and civil rights is in fact, the 
Communist Party and the Communist-con- 
trolled government. This party and this 
government, though it falsely claims to speak 
for the workers, is actually the dictatorship 
of an elite group over the proletariat, and it 
treats the workers and their trade unions 
as a subjugated, capitive manpower force. 

Honest workers throughout the free dem- 
ocratic world and truly honest lawyers know 
it îs dishonest in the face of the facts, to 
equate the position of the workers in the 
Communist world with those in the free 
nations. Unions cannot be free unless they 
have the right to use the strike weapon, re- 
gardless of the type of society or govern- 
ment in which they operate. Unions can- 
Dot be free if they are controlled by a mono- 
lithic political party and have their freedom 
and initiative made subordinate to the will 
of a political dictatorship. 

Trade unions cannot be free and indepen- 
dent unless they are prepared to take an ac- 
tive part in developing and strengthening 
the civil liberties and civil rights. not only 
of working people but of every section of 
society—tor only @ free society in which 
there ts freedom of choice, lawful action and 
freedom of movement. can promise, over the 
long run. a better world for the people. 

Thus, the question becomes one of honesty 
of approach to this vital problem of trade 
union and civil rights. 

4s counsel for organizations affilated with 
the International Confederation of Fee 
Trade Unions, we must challenge the an- 
proach typified by the resolution of the 
International! Conference of Lawyers and by 
M. Lyon-Caen’s speech, which seeks to make 
an illogical and baseless comparison between 
the dictatorships of the world and the dem- 
Ocracies of the world. 

We denounce the resolution of the Inter- 
national Conference of Lawyers and M 
Lyon-Csen's speech as a disservice to all 
real trade unionists who everywhere seek 
the extension snd development of truly 
democratic systems which will bring politi- 
cal freedom. economic security and the 
chance for economic and creative advance- 
ment to ail the peopies of the world.

The records of the Chicago Police Department gave information 
that Arthur Goldberg, attorney, had worked on the case of the Lewistown 
defendants who bad been charged with criminal syndicalism and was among 
those present at a celebration in the office of the International Labor Defense 
on February 22, 1941. This celebration was over the release of the 
defendants and the winning of the case was said to be a victory for the 
cause of the Communist Party. 


In June, 1941, the records of the police department further 
showed that one Arthur Goldberg, with’ others, was checking over the 
affidavits received at the International Labor Defense office in Chicago

There are numerous references in Bureau files to 
Arthur J. Goldberg although no actual investigation has been 
conducted by the Bureau concerning him. A brief report in a 
Closed status was submitted by the Chicago Office on 
September 23, 1941, This report contained information from 
the files of the Chicago Office reflecting Goldberg's affiliation 
with several Communist front organiazationa. 


On March 21, 1952, the Domestic Intelligence Division 
wrote a lengthy memorandum of a summary of all pertinent 
information then available in Bureau files. This summary contains 
allegations concerning Goldberg's attendance at Communist Party 
meetings and affairs and his association with Communist Party 
officials in the early 1940's. It was potnted out in this 
Summary, however, that none of this information could be said 
to have been furnished by informants of established reliability.

(12) 1 inquired whether in the summer of 194] he 
was checking affidavits received at the International Labor Defense 
which affidavits were sent to the national branch of the International 
Labor Defense office at the request of Vito Marcantonio. | 


He stated most assuredly he did not check any. 
such affidavits and never did anything for the International Labor 
Defense. 


(13) I inquired whether be was one of the representatives 
at a meeting of the International Workers Order of Chicago in July, i 
1942. 


He stated he was not; that he may have met with 
people connected with the International Workers Order who were in the 
labor movement but if ao, it was at a labor meeting. 


In this connection, our information was that the 
Arthur J. Goldberg involved was an attorney, 39 South LaSalle Street, 
Chicago. 


This, Goldberg stated, was his address but he 


was never connected in any way with the International Workers Order and. 
in July, 1942, be was in Washington in OSS and not in Chicago. 
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(14) I asked him if he was a sponsor of the National 
Emwgency Conference held in Washington in May, 1939. 


Goldberg stated he had heard he was so listed 
in the House Committee on Un-American Activities records; that his 
name could have been used, but be has no specific recollection of it 
and he certainly did not attend any National Emergency Conference;

Goldberg has always been interested in race relations. 
He cannot recall being connected with any specific groups, although he 
may have been.

I inquired what his connection with Harold Glasser 
was. 


He stated Glasser's wife and his wife had been social 
workers together and their children had played together. He was never - 
close to Glasser. He would never call Gilasser a friend, although his 
wife and Glaseer's wife were friends. He deprecates @Hlasser's actions 
in not making a clean breast of his activities and extending cooperation 
to his government, He has had no contact with the Glassers fer years, 
however, they used to be in frequent contact, particularly the wives.

My frank opinion is that there is another Arthur Goldberg 
in Chicago. Considerable of the information on Goldberg comes from 
Chicago Police Department files and the Navy. I think an injustice has 
been done in disseminating the information which we had, although I 
cannot see where the Bureau can be blamed for this, but certainly the 
information comes from sources that cannot he considered as being 
reliable.

Goldberg himself mentioned he had always thought 
perhaps the Police might bave been the source of some of this 
information.

I asked Mr. Goldberg for his views on what he believes 
to be the basic labor issue today. Here is his reply: 


By Arthur J. Goldberg 


Washington: — The principal concern about bigness in labor comes not from 
menbers of unions but from two groups outside the labor movenent. 

One group has no objection to bigness as such. This group only objects to 
bigness in the labor movement. It consists primarily of those who have always 
opposed the existence of effective trade unions and who have seized upon the element 
of bigness as merely the latest in 2 series of propaganda weapons. These interests 
opposed unions when they were small and now oppose then even more vehemently ven |

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The second group concerned about bigness în the labor movement are those 
legitimately and genuinely concerned with bigness in every forn of social organiza- 
tion and who see in bigness per se a threat to the individuality of our lives and to 
the future cf our democratic processes and institutions. 

To that group the answer is that we are Living ina period of spectacular, 
agazing, mrelenting growth. We cannot turn back the clock, and if we could it 
would not be desirable to do so. Bigness is a part of tecay's life and only romantic- 
ists seriously visualize a change in this pattern. 

Certainly, our experience with bigness in corporations provides proof of. this 
fact if proof is required. For almost 70 years now, since the pessage of the 
Sherman Anti-Trust Act, the Federal government has wrestled with the problem of 
bigness in corporations. Nevertheless, corporations have grown epace, notwithstanding 
the statute. 

Life in a society of big units may not elways be pleasant, but putting 
nostalgia aside, it is certainly better then it used to be in the so-called "good 
old days." Certainly for the average working man, his standard of living has been 
markedly improved in the era which has been characterized by big business units 
and by the growth of big unions. 

There are four areas where it seems reasonably clear that large wmions serve 
the purposes of the individuel and of the society better than small unions — or at 
a very minimum, serve these purposes no worse than small unions. 

First, in the big, rich, mass-production industries that dominate the American 
economy, it seems to me beyord need of proof that big unionism is the only effective 
and satisfactory forn of unionisn. 

Second, I think thet a study of the internal structures and practices of big 
unions and small unions would show no perticular advantage for the smaller, presumably 
more grass-roots type of labor organization, in the aree of ethical practices and 
denocratic rights. The Ethical Practices Committee of the AFL-CI0 found evidences 


ef corruption and lack of democracy in a few small unions and in a lerge one, too,

Corruption is not a function of bigness in unions; indeed, there is room for 
speculating that the smaller group, with its more convenient power levers available 
to corrupt elements, may be more susceptible to perversion of ethical and democratic 
rights than larger, more formal entities. 

Third, large unions seem as capable ard as desirous as smaller organizations 
in promoting civil rights prograns, protecting the due process of members and insist- 
ing on formal procedures to protect individual members from urfair actions by fellow 
members or by officers. Perhaps because of their bigness, diversified membership 
and all-inclusiveness, many of the larger unions can point to far more progress in 
the fields of civil liberties and civil rights than many of the small unions, 

Fourth, big unions have developed imposing educational, citizenship and 
commmity service programs, These are unselfish projects which inure to the gain of 
the commmities as well as the members, While the union es an organism certainly 
derives benefits from raising the educational level of its membership, or of making 
its members and their families more sophisticated politically, it is equally clear 
that over the long run that same process also serves to enable the members to play 
a more useful role in their own relationship with the union organization and in the 


performance of their civic obligations. 


The member of a wméon has a citizenship responsibility to exert his franchise | 


in his union, and thereby to insure that the organization represents the will of the 
majority. There are cases, in both big tmions and small, where that franchise has 
not been exerted sufficiently or at all. 

But I see no pattern emerging in the American trade union movement to suggest 
that the individual has fewer rights, or exercises his rizhts less, or receives 
less service, or gets fewer benefits in a big tmion as corpared to his brother in 
the smaller trade union organizations.

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The other day I chatted about unions and many things and the Pennsylvania 
i Railroad strike with the spokesman for 20,000 business firms. He is Charles Sligh, 
executive vice president and operating staff chief of the National Assen, of 
Manufacturers. "This country," he said quite strongly, “cannot tolerate having two 
kinds of justice -- one for unions and one for everyone else." 

Mr. Sligh then recalled that this summer I had interviewed Arthur Goldberg, 
labor's most brilliant attorney, The lawyer, who I believe some day will sit on the :

"fhe thinking critic of today's union movement is „larned by the monopoly È 
power of some unious rather than by the size of the unions. For more than 50 years, 
the laws of the U.S., have been strengthened constantly to protect the public et 
against the possibility of development of monopoly power in business, Under today's 
laws there is no legal protection against the monopoly power of labor unions unless A 
the unions exert this power in collusion with employers. 

"This double stsndard of law, which makes identical actions illegal if 
performed by one organization and legal if performed by another, obviously cannot 
be right. The public deserves protection from monopolies no matter from what 
quarter they thresten, 

"Ye is evident that a union, to be effective, must not be substantially 
weaker than the employer with which it must deal, But there are many unions today 
which are overwhelmingly stronger than the employers with which they must deal. 

"In the mass production industries which Mr, Goldberg mentions, many 
companies compete with each other, while in most such industries one union deals 
with all employers and holds bargaining strength far greater than any individual 
company with which it deals. 

“Wor instance, five companies make passenger automobiles in quantity, but 
one union dictates the labor conditions in all of them. In the steel industry, 
which Mr. Goldberg cites, there are many producing companies, but only one major 


union, 


“Such situations as these have led to industry-wide bargaining and inevitably 
to industry-wide strikes which endanger the welfare of the nation at large and of E A 
every citizen in it, A strike in steel, as we have recently seen demonstrated, can 
create what amounts to a recession,

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“Small unions, as well as large, are found in mon_,aly positions. In New 
York, we have seen steamfitters, who already were drawing wages exceeding the pay of 
College professors and many professional men in industry, striking in rejection of 
an increase of around 70 cents an hour. They are able, through monopoly action, 
to prevent completion of nearly every buiiding under construction in the city. 

“Such monopolies, even when they involve relatively few members, bave a 
broad effect upon the public. 

“There ie a direct connection between the five-figure compensation of 
building workers and the fact that new low and middle income housing has become 
virtually impossible to produce in the city without subsidies from the taxpayer's 
pocket, 

"The publie has seen too many demonstrations of overwhelming union strength 
to be persuaded that they are still feeble infant organizations which require 
special privileges under the law in order to survive, 

Over the portals of the U.S, Supreme Court are the words 'Equal Justice 
Under the Lau,' This concept has not yet been applied to the privileged unions 
and the need to do so is increasingly evident as many unions take actions which 
would bring prosecution if committed by anyone else in our society, Americans 
cannot tolerate having two kinds of justice -- one for unions and one for everyone 
else."
